MORTREAL, Oct. B. — Hanes Hemekin, the 
don of a woalthy German, acouses Emil Siay- 
ton of New York with swindling him oat of 
mearly $150,000. Slayton has a brother in 
Hamburg, calling himself Johannes Sohme las. 
who knew Hemekin and knew that tho latter 
wanted to engage in business in the United 
States. Johannes, itis said, gave him Slay- 
ton ename as a mam who was anxious fora 
partder. Hemekin came to America with, he 
claims, about $150,000. This he put into the 
faney goods, glove, bric-a-prac and notions 
busigess with Slayton in New Tork. 
A branch store was opened in 
Ohicago under the management of 
a man named Klein, and another here in 
charge of Theodore Slayton, a brother of 
Emil. While Hemekin was off ona trip to 


Chicago and Montreal houses began receiving 
numerous assignments of goods from New 
York which were converted into cash. When 


tangied up, Slayton apparentiy unable to 
straighten it out or glve any explanation. He 
eonsaited a lawyer of New York, and they 
came here and sued out an attachment on the 
Moatreal branch, and discovered evidence in 
the safe, it is claimed, that large sums of 
money were being sent regularly to Schmeiss. 
Theodore Slayton and his partner, a man 
named Tabb, were arrested charged with 
intent to defraud. Hemekin returned to New 
York Sunday to have Emil Slayton arrested, 
but a dispatch from him yesterday says 
Slayton has disappeared. 


King Lo Benguias’ Warriors. 


Loxpon, Oct. 28.—The, report of the mas- 
sacre of a number of Mashonaland pioneers 
by Matabeles is not credited in London, and 
at the office of the British South African Co, 
nothing has been heard justifying the rumor. 
However, it has caused much anxiety, as it is 
well don that King Lo Bengtias’ warriors 
are generally bostile to the settlement of 
Mashonaland that the King has. much dim 
culty in restraining them from an attack upon 
the whites. The Matabeles have heretofore 
had free rein in Mashonal, plundering the in- 
habitants at will, and carrying them off into 
slavery. Since the arrival of the British the 
people in Mashonal no longer stand in terror 
of the fierce Matabeles and it is possible that 
this attitude may nave provoked the Mata- 
abeles to war. The latter form the most 
powerful military nation in South Africa, can 
put 25.000 warriors in the field and are well 
organized and drilled. At last accounts the 
British expedition was at Fort Hampden and 
preparing to explore the country for mines 
and agricultural uses. The expedition is 
about 700 strong and well provided with light 
artillery and the best breech loading rifles.

THE RAILROADS. 


IMPORTANT WESTEN FREIGHT ASSOCIA- 
TION MEETING AT CHICAGO TO-DAY. 


Uniess Things Suit the Chicage & Alton They 
Will Withdraw—This Read Also Threat- 
ens te Cut Rates—The Row Over the R- 
meval ofthe Transcentinental Assecia- 
tion Headquarters—Railroad News. 


Considérable depends on the meeting of the 
Western Freight Association to be held at 
Chicago to-day. General Mausger Chappell 
of the Chicago & Alton read has mn dissat- 
jafied with the workings of the association 
and has stated that unless the meeting held 
to-day is satisfactory to his line in its 
results the road will withdrew from 
the association. While -on a tour of 
inspection with President T. B. Blackstone 
over the Chicago & Alton lines a few quays ago, 
Mr. Ohappell was interviewed in Kansas Oity 
and expressed bimself as follows about the 
association: 

„n tell you how that fs. It costs us about 
$20,000 a year to pay our share of the expenses 
ofthat association. That isn’t much; t the 
association was any benefitto us. If the rates 
could be malotalned by the association we 
wouldn't hesitate at the cost, but usder the 
present system we see no use in making that 
expenditure. What's the use of paying 
for a rate schedule and have that 
schedule ignored and slashed on all 


sides? We haven't decided to withdraw, but 
we are thinking of it very seriously. If the 
association dow t bold rates up a little better 
we don’t see any reason for remaining in it. 

There is to be a meeting in Chicago, Oct. 28, 

and we'll see Whats done there. 
that meeting matters don’t suitus we can 
easily give the ten days’ notice required for 
withdrawal. Ifthe other roads are disposed 
to deal fairly with us we have nothing to 2 

but it they don’t we'll make the issue aad w i 
do so without delay.’ 

With as prominent a line as the C. & A. out 
of the association it would be practical) 
worthless, as the other roads could not affor 
to keep up rates irthe Chicago & Alton should 
take to cutting. Such action on the part of 
that line would probably result n the 
eventual dissolution of the association. In 
fact, while in Kansas gs Mr. Chappell 
stated openly that unless his line ‘got their 
share of the business they would Itnangurate 
another cut. He spoke as follows oa the sub- 

ct: 

The open rate of $1.50a ton that we re- 
cently announced is withdrawn because we 
were yesterday informed by wire that the 
other roads, namely the Santa Fe, were will- 
ing to turn over tous Our share of the busi- 
mess. The Santa Fe yesterday ordered 100 
cars to be turned over to the Alton, but really 
Idon’t see how they can afford to do it: 
Lean t understand howa road that has 4 $2 
contract in Kansas City can afford to turn 
Dusiness over to another road and pay 
the agreed rate of %.20a ton. It may be that 
the Santa Fe can better afford to give usa 
share of the coal business than ta bave us an- 
nounce a rate of FI. 50 a ton. You know what 
such an announcement would mean. There 
would be war, worse than in the past. If 
they don’t give us our share, though, down 

o the rates. We feel that we are in better 

hting trim than any of our competitors, 
and we will ight for alli that is in it in self- 
defense.’’ 


Transcontinental Headquarters Row. 


The Chicago roads are worked up over the 
opposition of the St. Louis lines to the re- 
moval of the headquarters of the Transconti- 
mental Association to Chicago. The Chicago 


Times bas the following on the subject, show- 
m= the alarm felt there: 
As might have been expected the contem- 

— removal of the headquarters of the, 

‘Transcontinental Association from St. Louis 
to Chicago is vigorously opposed by the St. 
Louis lines. They claim that only two reasons 
can be givenforsucha change+namely, the 
personal preference of Chairman Smith for 
Chicago, and the fact that the Atchisou and 
Nock Island have their offices in this ci 
Furtber, they insist that until James Sm 
was called from the general enoy in New 
York to succeed Mr. J. 8. Leedsas chairman 
no one interested in the association ever 
heard a word of criticiem or complaint at the 
location of the headquarters in St. Louis. 

W hile this may be true the fact remains that 
all the members except the St. Louls roads 
are strongly in favor of the removal. It is 
notonlythe Rock Island and the Atchison, 
but tie Burlington, the Union Pacific, the 
Northern - Pacific, the Canadian Pacific and 
even the Southern Pacific thathave named 
“Chicago as the proper place for the business 
offices of the association. It is hinted that 
the St. Louis lines are determined to prevent 
the change, even ifto do sothey are com- 
pelled to disrupt the association, and they 
are now talking aboutaschemefor thecon- 
solidation of the Transcontinental with the 
Southwestern Rallway & Steamship Associa- 
tion. This wouldkeep the Transcontinenta! 
in St. Louls and would punish Mr. Smith for 
daring to express a preference for Chicago by 
leaving him free to go wherever his choice 
might direct him.

ELECIION TRICKERY. 

The political rascals die hard, and al- 
though the Australian ballot system af- 
fords superior protection to the ballot-box 
against trickery and crime, it does not 
entirely suppress the activity of the men 
who are intent upon defeating the will of 
the people in order to execute their own 
disreputable schemes. The ‘Safeguards 
which the new law throws around the 
voter and the ballot-box stimulate the in- 
genuity of the scoundrels to devise plans 
of circumventing its purpose. 

Au ingenious scheme of the blocks of 
five’’ managers of Indiana to nullify the 
provisions of the law which prevents the 
heelers from Knowing whether yoters who 
are bribed carry out thir parga ins is re- 
ported from that State The plan is to 
have Democratic voters who have accept- 
ed Republican bribes mutilate their tickets 
by tearing off a partof the heading of the 
tickets in such a way as to prevent detec- 


tion and yet insure thethrowing out of their 


ballots. The part of the heading torn off 
the ticket is to be presented to the politi- 
eal worker, by whom it will be accepted as 
evidence of the execution of the contract 
by the bribed voter. . 

Here in St. Louis itis not to be ex- 
pected that the rascals will refrain from 
attempts to destroy the effect of the law 
by trickery. Itissaid that one plan de- 
vised by the ward bosses will be to rush 
their voters to the polling places as early 
as possible, and then have the booths oc- 
cupied by bummers and men who bave 
voted, in order to exclude bona fide 
voters, and thus suppressa large part of 
the opposition vote. 

The exposure of such contemplated 
tricks should be sufficient to defeat them 
by arousing the judges of election to the 
necessity of exercising keen watchful- 
ness, The election judges and the police 
should be on the alert for the detection of 
trickery, and offenders should be promptly 
arrested. The law must be vigorously 
enforced in order to be made efficient. in 
the protection of the ballot-box.

PEARS MYSTERIOUSLY. 


Leaving His Parents Over a Week Ago, Ne 
Trace of Him Can be Found—A Colum- 
bia College Student and a Quiet and 
Steady Lad—The Police Notified. 


Another case of mysterious disappearance 
upon which the police of two cities and the 
authorities of a college town are now work- 
ing Bas developed in 88. Louis. Itisa cage 
so unlike the usual disappearance in many 
respects, however, that unless solved by the 
reappearance of the missing person himself, 
it bids fair to baffle the police, both us to 
method and motive. 

At 2’clock in the, afternoon ef Saturday, 
Oot. 18, young Oliver P. Feuerbach, the 16- 
year-old sen of Mr. Henry Feuerbach, a 
prominent St. Louis buiider and an ex-Presi- 
dent of the Merchants Exchange, left the 
family home at 2650 North Grand avenue, for 
the purpose of paying a bill for his mother at 
a down-town tradesman’s place of business. 
Nothing has been seen or heard ef the young 
man since that time, either by his family or 
friends, and his whereabouts to-day is as 
great a mystery as though he had been swept 
from the face of the earth bediliy. 

QUIETLY PASSED OUT OF BIGHT. 

Without betraying the slightest indication 
of baving any intention of leaving home in 
suchahurried and clandéstine manser, if 
such intention was present, young Feuerbach 
passed from the sight of his mother and sister 
with no word of farewell, nor with any of the 
evidenees of boyish agitation which weuid 
almost inevitably have betrayed themselves. 


As a consequence hig parents, especiaily his 
mother, are wild with anxiety as to what may 
have become of their son, and are taking 
every step possible to locate “him. 

Following yeung Oliver Feuerbach’s disap- 
pearance, Mr. Henry Feuerbach, his father, ar- 
rived at home froma business trip on the same 
night. The failure of the boy to return home 
that night, of course, caused some ap- 
prehension, which was followed by 
deeper anxiety on Sunday and 
Sunday night. With the arrival of Monday 
morning and stili no sign of the missing boy, 
it became imperative that action, should be 
taken to discover his whereabouts. It was 
hoped, however, that this could be done with- 
out giving the affair publicity, and it was 
upon this line of action that the first steps 
were taken. Mr. Feuerbach notified 
police headquarters of his s0n’s 
disappearance, and detectives were 
atonce put om the case with instructions to 
follow it thoroughly and quietiy until some 
clew to the missing youth wasfound. Thea, 
for reasons leading him to believe that his son 
might have gone to thatcity, Mr. Fouerbach 
wrote to the Chief of Police of New Orleans, 
giving young Oliyer’s persenai description 
and requesting that a looxout be kept for him 
In the Orescent City. The third place 
notified was Columbia Mo., where the 
boy had been a student during the last term 
ofthe University of Missouri. With this ac- 
tion taken early last week, the parents of 
Oliver Feuerbach felt sure chats day or two 
would bring tidings of the missifie boy. 

Nota word has been beard from any of the 
pDolnts notified. Silenceand increasing mys- 
tery day by day Bave wreught yeung Feuer- 
bach’s parents into a piteous state of 
Agitation and apprehension, and they are 
even fearful of voicing the dread of evil telt 
in their bosoms at the continued absence of 
their son. Mr. Feuerbach was seen this morn- 
ing by a POST- DISPATCH reporter and stated 
that he now thought it best to make bis son’s 
disappearance as public as possibie, with the 
hope ef thus securing some trace of him, 
which seemed impossible through police 
channels. 

THE FATHER’S STORY. 

We can imagine no cause for his voluntary 
absence from home,’’ staid the father, and 
even if he had run away or gone on a trip of 
advesture somewhere the voy would surely 
have written to his mother or his brotbers 
and sisters by this time. He was happy and 
eee at home, an affectionate, qulet and 

udious boy of 16, fend o books 
and of music, and with no eévil 
inclinations or associations whatever. 

He was spending bis vacation between 
school terms at home. Last year he attended 
the University of Miseonriat@olumbia. This 
year he was going to take the architectural 
course at the Lilinois University of Urbana. 

‘Oliver had about $18.50 in his poexet when 
he left he His mother had given him $10 to 
pay a bill rn town,and he had some money 
his of 0 He ‘did not pay the bill, 
and we don't know where he went 
after leaving the bouse. He had been work- 
ing for me on some building contracts and 
there was $10 due uim for wages. To the 
other workmen he had expressed a desire to 
go to New Orieans, and I thought he might 
have left on the steamer W. H. berry, which 
left St. Louis for the Tennessee River to go 
from there te New Orleans on the same after- 
noon my son disappeared. That was why I 
wrote to the New Orleans Chief 
of Police. I also wrote to 
Dr. Fisher, Dean of the Columbia 
College,and to a Mr. Sheppard with whom my 
son had boarded there, out bave found no 
trace of him. Thecaseis to-day as great a 
mystery as ever, and we are, of course, fear- 
ful that evil mar have hefallen the boy. 

Though only 16, Oltvér was about six feet 
two inches in height, beavily built, weighing 
17 ounds; biuish-gray eyes, full face aad 
y hair. He wore a dark suit of clethes, 
soft hat and flange! tennis shirt.

“STAN LEY~BA RITELOT. 


AN INTERESTING INTERVIEW WITH In Vr. 
TROUP, NOW AT CAMBRIDGE. 


The Licttenant Depleres the Controversy 
Resulting Frem the Barttelot Kevela- 
tiens, buat Is Ready to Meet Any Charges 
Stanley May Make—Explerer Da Chaille 
Talks— Herbert Ward Interviewed. 


BosTor, Mass., Oct, 28.—The cabled inter- 
view with Mr. Stanley relative to the condition 
of affairs at Camp Yambuya, where Stanlev’s 
rear guard met such a disastrous end, con- 
talmed insinuations of brutal treatment on 
the part ef Maj. Barttelot toward the native 
attendants, and cast refiections upon the 
other officers in command. Ones of these 
officers is Lieut. Rose Troup, who is visiting 
his wife’s relatives in Cambridge. A reporter 
sought from Lieut, Troup an explanation of 
Stanley’s cherges. Troup was averse te say- 
ing anything that would reflect upon the char- 
acter of Maj. Barttelot, ‘‘because,’’ he said, 
the man is dead and cannot speak in bis ewan 
defense. 

„Mr. Stanley, he continued, bas seen fit 
to make certain oharges against those whe 
were left behind in charge of a forlorn hope, 
and I will gladly meet anything he may have 
to present. Thus far, Mr. Stanley had made 
no specific charges against Maj. Barttelot, and 
until he dees I will respect the man’s memory 
and will not censure him. I will admit that 
certain things were done which I would not 
have dose. But it must be remembered that 
Maj. Barttelet was a quick tempered, nervous 
man, whe had neo control over himself and 
who unquestionably was the wrong man to 
place in cortrol of the natives, no matter how 
large a force it might be. The Major hated 
the natives in the first place and 
made no effort to conceal his 
dislike for them. He had ever had any ex 
perience fh the jungle and did not know how 
to manage the natives. Stanley knew him 
jntimately and knew just the kind of a man 
he Wes. If wrong has been done—mind you | 
don t say that Mr. Stanley’s insinuations have 
any foundation, but, if there has been any 
biunder—Mr,. Stanley is responsible for it in 
placing such a man in contre! of the guard. 

„% was saying, Maj. Bartteleot was hot 
tempered and, besides, had Very strict ideas 
as to the military duty of the native soldiers 
us der him. He was a veritable martinet and 
he exacted from those native soldiers the 
same discipline that would have been ex- 
pected trom the foweref the English army. 
Of course, such treatment would not do with 


matives who had never been accustomed to 
restraint, and there was frequent rebellion 
whiek called for @iscitplizary measures. But 
Iwill say that I did mot see anything done 
which Stanley himself hasn’t done. he lat- 
ter, however, inusinuates that some very hor- 
ribie acta were perfermed. Let him expiain 
himself more fully before I enter into any ar- 
gument with him. 

**Then there are incidents in connection

told?“ 

Tes, I'll admit that certain measures were 
carried eut which I do net care to discuss just 
now. Inacertain sense Mr. Stanley has in- 
ciuded mein his wholesale criticism, aad I 
prefer te await some definite charge or state- 
ment before waking apy reply. As far as my 
own position its concerned Iam not ashamed 
to face any accusations. I followed instruc- 
tions from my superior in command, Mr. 
Stanley, and if any mistake was made he is 
the one responsible.

The first proof sheets of the ballots 
Dave been taken but only the names of the 
offices to be voted for appear on it, the space 
fer the names ofthe candidates still being 


blank. 

Mr. Woodward was seen this morning in 
regard to the delay aud asked his opinion of 
the probable result. There has deen 
a delay, true enough, he replied, ‘‘but 
there need be no uneasinessi on 
that acoount, as we shall deliver the ballots 
fm time for the election if we get them soon 
enough, say to-day or to-morrow, or, indeed, 
any time this week. We could get them opt 
im twenty-feur heurs, but of ceurse we do 
mot want to be pushed so much. I am going 
up to see Mr. Williams to-day about it, and 
expect to get the complete list ef the andi 
Gates very soon now.

MINE OWNERS HOPEFUL 


ENCOURAGING REPORT OF THE UNITED} 


STATES GEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF 
COLORADO. 


Remarkable Increase in the Silver Output 
During the Last Two Menths—The Effect | 
ef Higher FPrices on St. Louis Proper j 
tles—Fortunes in Ola Dumps and Abau- 
doned Mines.

the output for 88 was larger than for 
any month in the year, and that for October 
will very considerably exceed it. Oid miners 
have been astonished at the increase, as they 
did notanticipate anything of the kind, and 
did not see where it came from. 

CAUSE OF THE INCREASE. 

„„An investigation was set on foot and it was 
proved that a very large percentage of the 
addition to the silver product came trem the 
old dumps. Beforethe passage of the silver 
billthere were many grades ofore which 
contained 80 little silver that it was impoesi- 
ble to work them ata prefit. The margin 
was very narrow indeed, as the silver ex- 
tracted. cost just about What it sold at, out 
of course there was noprofit, and thousands 
of tons of ere were rejected and threwn on 
the dumps, where the ore was allowed to 
remain. It is from these dumps 
thatthe major part of the increase in the 
product comes. Attention was called to this 
by the fact that the mills and smelters were 
bandling considerably more ore than was 


being mined. The effect of the change is ‘just 
beginning to be felt in full force. Atfirst the 

mine owners did not realize what a fortune 
some of them had on their dumps and, after 
they began to see how matters stood, they bad 
careful teste made, and the dumps were 
strictly sampled to ascertain what was te be 
expected of them. 

HIGH AND LOW GRADE ORES. 

elt was not untn the early part of 
this month that work was fairly commenced 
and the etfect will not be fully felt until Ne- 
vember. Leadviile bas profited largely, but 
not neurly so much asthe camps where low 
grade sulphide ores are found. Leadville ores 
are so easily worked as a rule that when there, 
is any amount of sliver it pays for extraction. 
This is not the case with the properties pro- 
ducing reiractory ores of which the Olear 
Creck and Gilpin County mines may be taken 
ase samples. Many of these ores which have 
not been worked contain large amounts of 
sliver, but when that metal is at a low price 
the cost of extraction is too great to 
allow them to be worked at a 
prot. Many of these low rade 
proporties “contain large bodies of ore that 
yield no profit and sinall streaks of better ore 
that pay forreduction. The poorer ores have 
been wined to get at the better, and there are 
hundreds of thousands of tons now lying on 
the dumps. With the advance ia silver these 
dumps have in many cases become the most 
valuable parts of the mines. The wvrofits are 
only u few dollars aton, but the n is 60 
large that this isa fortune.

JUSTICE AFTER DEATH. 


THE VAN BOKKEKLEN OLAII AGAINST THE 
HAYTIEN GOVERNMENT. 


Payment of the First $10,000 of the $60, - 
000 Awarded te the Vasa Bekkelen Heirs 
-A Stary of Hardship and Suffer 
The Us just Imprisonment of an Ameri- 

an Merchant. 


NEW York, Oct. W. — The family of Charlies 
A. Van Bokkelen, who died in 1885 from the 
effects of imprisonment at Port-au-Prince, 
Hayti, have received a first payment of $10,- 
000 on account of an award for $60,000 to which 
the Government of Hayti bas acknowledged 
its itiability. Remaining payments will be 
made semi-annually by bonds duly authorized 
for that purpose. A story of hardship and 
suffering lies behind this base. Its victim 
came of old Kpickerbocker stock, having 
been born in this city in 1845. He displayed a 
good deal of business enterprise early in life. 
One of his daring schemes befere 
he was 30 years old resulted in the 
safe <delivery in the biockade ports of 
Hayti of a large quantity of guns and 
ammunition, which yleided such good re- 
turns that he undertook other similar con- 
tracts until be had a fortune in profits. Win- 
ning the favor of the party in power, he was 
offerea and accepted the past of Haytien Con- 
sui at this port. He was displaced once or 
twice by changes of political control, but re- 
instated. When he had held office about six 
years he withdrew in order to devote himseit 
again te Government contracts. His business 
took him so frequently to Port-au-Prince that 
he finally settied there, marrying into a native 
family. Im March, 1884, he was arrested and

in this city 
who bad delivered arms and clothing to him 
On a Zovernment contract which had not been 
paid in full. Minister Langston demanded 

his release and the demand was yranted, but 
as he was leaving prison he was rearrested 
upen judgment obtained against him by three 

Haytien creditors. Protest by Mr. Langston 
In this case was unavailing. Secretary Fre- 
linghaoyeen mad a ferme! demand for bis re- 
lease npon the ground thatan American citi- 
zen was protected by treaty from euch an in- 
dignity. The authorities did not openly con- 
test this demand but means were found to dis- 
tress Mr. Van Bokkelien’s family—then con- 
sisting of a wife and four children. The wife 
was 60 much wreught up about it that she 
wanted to satisfy the claims from her private 
fortune. Mr. Van Bokkelen would not 
allew It. He believed that the 
claims against him were pressed 


to persecute him, for his creditors knew that 
only the failure ot the Government to meet 
such obligations delayed the satisfaction of 
their claims, and that at the time of the ar 
reset Mr. Van Bokkelen’s solvency was 
affected only to that extent. May 27, 1885, 
Atter pearly fifteen months imprisoament, he 
was discharged. The prisoner’s quarters 
were of the most loathsome character, and 
had made of a strong man

The Governmentof Hayti 
acknowledged the lIlability but wheu pay- 
ment became due in December iast, the 
Huytien finaaces had not recovered from the 
shock of revolution. Agreement was ac- 
cordingly made for a cash payment ot $10,000 
as soon an possible, with interest on the eu- 
tire sum up the time ofsuch payment, and 
bonds for the balance as nbove stated. The 
family was assured that the claim would be 
paid in full,

Denial of the Alleged Order of the Pope 
to the Cathelic Clerzy. 


New Tonk. Oct. 28.—Th¢ report cabled from 
Rome that Cardinal Simeonl, by order of the 
Pope, bad forbidden the Roman Catholic 
Bishops of the United States to give either 
official or unofficial approval to the Irish 
Nationalist campaign of Messrs. Dillon aud 
O’Brien, is denied by a high ecclesiastical 
authority and nothing was knowa of such an 


order yesterday at Archbishop Corrigan’s 
residence. 

In view of the very general syinpathy 
always expressed forthe suffering people o 
Ireland by the Roman Catholic clergy and 
laity of this country. as well as by many of 
the archbishops and bishops, such an order 
at thie time would be most unfortunate and 
very inoppertune,’’ said a Roman Catholic 
clergyman to a reporter yesterday, ‘‘and 
from whatI know of the Holy Fatber and his 
feeling for Ireland, I doubt much that 
such an order has been issned, 
Many of our hierarchy have already 
committed themselves as favoring 
the cause advocated by Dillon and O’Brien, 
notably Cardinal Gibbons .and Archbishop 
Ire land. It isa matter that is not all within 
the purview of ecclesiastical authority and 
could not be made so by any stretch of canon 
law. My view of the case is that so far from 
ordering, the Pope would not even advise 
such a course as indicated in the dispatch. 
Such an order, now that Dillon and O’Brien 
are expected to arrive here so so00n on a mis- 
sion that commends itselfto men of every 
creed and no creed, would only invite a dis- 
obedience of it and the indigmation that 
would surely result, even Rome would besi- 
tate to provoke.’’
